BISHOP GALLOWAY

PASSES AWAY

- e

End Came Yesterday at His
Home in Jackson,

Mississippi.

He Was Considered @ne of (he Ablest |
Preachers and Most Distin-
guished Churchmen
in the Country

"The announcement of the death of
Bighop Charles B. Galloway, of the
M. E. Church South, which occurred
at his home in Jackson, Miss., yester-
day morning at five o'clock, of pneu-
moonla, will be received with wide-
gpread sorrow, not only by Methodists,
ibut by all Christian professing peo-
:ple, in all climnes, for his reputation
was world-wide. In fact, he was rec-
wgnized as one of the ablest preach-
«rs and one of the most distinguished
«whurchmen in the United States.
“Those who have heard him preach
warry with them as a distinct mem-
ory the great ability of his exegesis,
the charm of his eloquence and the
power of his argument. He was a
great and good man, whose demise
will be regretted throughout the land.

In Goldsboro, where he has rela-
tives resident, and where he has on
geveral occasions been their guest and
preached, both in St. Paul and St.
John M. E. churches, his death will
be especially mourned, for our peo-
ple had formed a strong attachment
for him, and always flocked to hear
him.

Bishop Galloway had been in il
health for some time, suffering, it ha54
been stated, with Bright's disease, but
with the return of spring he.seemed
to Improve, and his friends hope 2d he
would be able to preside over the con-
ferences to which he had been as-
gigned for this term. Recently, how-
,ever, he has shown considerable
feebleness, and some days ago devel-
.oped pneumonia, from which he died.

The bishop was taken ill last Fri-
(day, en route from Nashville, where
‘he had attended the annual session of
«the College of Bishops. No alarm
.over his condition was felt until Mon-
«ay night, when pneumonia develop-
@1 in one lung. The patient grew
sworse rapidly. During the final twlve
jhours he was unconscious.

The funeral will take place this
fThursday) afternoon from the First
‘Methodist Church, followed by inter-
ment at Greenwood Cemetery, Jack-
s0n.

Bishop Warren A. Canler, of Geor-
gia, will conduct the services.

Bishop Galloway was posibly the
most prominent of the bishops of the
Methodist Episcopal Church South.

The degree of doctor of laws was later
conferred upon him by the Northwest-
ern University and Tulane University.
He entéred the ministry in 1868.

Bishop Galloway's writings covered

Methodist Episcopal Church South,
.and he traveled extensively. For a
.number of years he took an active in-
iterest in the prohibition campaigns in
Mississippi and other Southern states.
iHe was president of the board of edu-
cation of the Methodist Episcopal
©@hurch South, president of the board
of trustees of Millsap’s College and
Vanderbilt University, and was &a
member of the board of trustees of
the Jobm F. Slater fund.

RACING THIS SEASON ON
A LIMITED SCALE

Anti-Betting Law Has Greatly Affeet-
ed This Sport—Dates of the
Turf Events.

New York, May 13.—Under condi-
tions even less promising than those
of a year ago, the metropolitan rac-
ing season begins at Belmont Park
today with the opening of the annual
ireeting of the Westchester Racing
Association. If the plans of the
Jockey Club are carried out the sea-
son will extend over 94 days, closing
at Saratoga the last of August.

The five meetings and the dates
allotted them for the season are as
inllows: DBelmont Tark, Mavy 12 U
June 2; Gravesend, June 3 to 23;

Yonkers, July 14 to July 31; Sarsto-

The conference will remain in ses-
sion three weeks, with the Rev. A. G.
Daniel, of this city presiding. Reports
prepared by officers and committees
for presentation to the conference
show that the last four-year term has
witnessed the greatest growth in the
history of the denomination.
